These are the main features of 
the last 24 hours, in regard to the 
acute shortage -of water brought 
about by the prolonged drought. 

At the Royal Observatory, Kow- 
loon (the official figures), the rain- 
fall in the 24 hours ended, at 10.30 

. am. to-day was 3.105 inches, easily 
the “record” so far in 1929. 

In the 24 hours ended at about 
seven o'clock this morning, at which 
hour ‘the readings at the Colony’s 
reservoirs are usually taken, it was 
gathered that, after deducting the 
(approximately) 4 million gailons 
used during the day through the 
mains and ,fountains, the quantity 
in storage had increased by about 
12 million gallons. In other 
words, the Island’s water had 
“gained” four days’ supply (under 
vestrictionsy. This is also a re 
cord, the previous biggest “gain” 
this year having been about 7 mil- 
lion gallons; and there have been 
other “gains” of about 4 million 
gallons in a day this year. 

Still More to Come 

The rainfall was not as consist- 
ent as could be desired, but 
there were intermittent heavy 
showers, The vagaries of Tytam 
Valley—the most important area in 
Hong Kong Island from the point 
of view of water supplics—were 
stressed once more because the 
rainfall there in the last 24 hours 
varied from 1.48 inches to 3.35 

. Inches! 

Another encouraging item of 
news — especially because the au- 
thorities have told tre public that 
the only-real solution lies in rain— 
is that, with the downpours con- 
tinuing and the catchment collec- 
tions still flowing down, water was 
still pouring into the- reservoirs 
when the readings were taken this 
morning. 

Kowlcun's Advantage 

Mainly because of the extensive- 
ness of Shing Mun Valley, the pen- 
insula has fared better than 
the Island onee more. After mak- 
ing allowance for the 2.3 million 
gallona consumed in Kowloon (and 
environs) yesterday and also the 
half million gallons transported to 
Hong Kong, the mainland. reser- 
voirs showed a gain this morning, 
as compared with yesterday morn- 
ing, of 15 million gallons, or about 
five days’ restricted supply. The 
rainfall there varied between 2 
inches and 2.75 inches. 

Although some rain fell in the 
24 hours before last, there was no 
appreciable gain. The situation 
yesterday morning, as compared 
with Wednesday morning (ie., 

_ prior to the beginning of the pre- 


sent downpour) was described ag | 


“steady.” 

The heaviest rainfall in any one 
hour of the last 24, as recorded at 
the Observatory, was nine-tenths 
of an inch, from 8.20 ‘to 9.30 this 
morning. ;

CODE TELEGRAPHY 


HONG KONG & INTERNATIONAL 
5 GONVENTION ; 


A PROTEST ENTERED 

At the. end of 1928 the Hong Kong 
General Chamber of Commerce received 
a letter from’. the Secretary. of the 
Federation of Chambers of Commerce 
of the British Empire setting out the 
decisions of the International Telegraph 
Convention held at Brussels in Septem- 
ber for the purpose of revising re- 
gulations ‘dating from 1875. The new 
tules adopted at the Brussels Canven- 
tion’ are to become operative’ as from 
October 1, 1929. 5 

The original proposal’ before the 
Convention was to reduce the maxtmum 
number of letters allowed in a code 
word from ten to five, but, largely as a 
result of the efforts, of delegates repre- 
senting the Internationa! Chamber of 
Commerce, the tenu-letter system was 
retained, with a modification that nine 
or ten-letter code words must contain 
at least three vowels;; the first five 
letters in every case to inelude at 
least one vowel and the remainder of 
the word at least one (“¥" being -re- 
garded as a vowel). a 

Alongside the present system. of the 
ten-letter word, a new five-letter system 
is to be set up, the user having a 
choice betwen the two. There will be 
no restrictions as to the composition 
of these fivetletter words, but if em- 
ployed they will be charged -for at two- 
thirds of the full’ rate for foreign 
communication (extra-European) and 
at three-fourths of the full rate 
for inter-European gommunication. 
Figures and groups of figures will not 
be allowed in these words, but com- 
mercial marke consisting of a combin: 
tion of figures and letters will be a 
cepted if the sender can show that 
they actually are commercial marks. 
Five-letters code words will be subject 
to a four word minimum, the address 
and signature to be charged at the 
same rate as-the body of the message. 

Rules of Conference 

The following rules were adopted at 
the Brussels Ccnference to cover dif- 
ficulties which taight' arise out of the 
introduction:of the new five-letter word 


§1) If five-letter code words and ten- 
letter code worda are employed in 
the same message, the whole will 
be charged at the full rate. 

(2) At the present time when plain 
language is mixed with code the 
plain language ~ is charged 
at the . rate of ten iet- 
tars to a word. The same 
system will be applied to. the new 
five-letter code, namely, every five 
letters of the plain language will 
be charged as a five-letter code 
word, : 
If in. a ten-letter code message 6 
word is included which does not 
comply with the vowel rule, it will 
be charged at five letters to the 
Word without affecting the cost of 
the rest of the telegram. 

The theory, with regard to the intro- 
duction of the five-letter code word is 
that as new codes are written the code- 
maker, unhampered with restrictions 
as to vowels, etc., will be able‘lo ob- 
tain as good results with five letters 
as he can now with ten, and- so, in 
spite of the relatively. higher charge 
for the five-letter word, the new sys- 
tem would be cheaper, and thus super- 
sede the ten-letter code. In the

The Federation of Chambers, in the 
course of their reply, reviewed efforts

CHOLERA DEFINED 


"RAMIFICATIONS OF THE 
DISEASE - 


SOME PAST EF EPIDEMICS 

In view of the local interest 
in_ typhoid and cholera the 
following passages from Dr. A. 
Cannon’s article . in the 
“Caduceus” may serve as a 
complement of the information 
published in the “China - Mail” 

yesterday. 4 
The name givert to this disease is 
of Greek origin indicating absence 
of Bile from the stoola and is in 
itself not strictly scientifically cor- 
rect. Bile is sometimes present. 

: Definition: a 

It may be defined as an acute in- 
fectious, epidemic disease, charac- 
terised by profuse purging and 
vomiting of a colourless. serous 
material (absence of bile}, by mus- 
cular cramps, suppression of urine. 
algidity and collapse, the presence of 
a specific “curved bacillus” in 
the ‘intestine, and by a_ high 
mortality. : 

‘History: . 

Since the days of the Ancients, 
cholera has been endemic in Lower 
Bengal, and at various periods has 
become epidemic in India.- In 1817 
it began to extend all over Asia, 
eastward as far as Peking and 
Japan, southwards te Mauritius, 
and westwards to Syria and the 
eastern shore of Caspian. About 
the year 1895 it ceased to progress 
beyond.Astrakan. Europe was firat 
invaded by Cholera in 1830, and 
since that time about five epidemics 
there have been recorded, namely 
1848-51, 1851-1855, 1865-1874, 
1884-1886, 1892-1895. 

Great Britain was spared during 
the serious epidemic of 1870 to 1873 
but- it crossed the Atlantic, and 
entering by. way of Jamaica and 
New Orleans, raged for a time in 
the United. States of America. 
There were threa main portals of 
entry :— i 

- i. via Afghanistan, Persia, the 

Caspian Sea, and the Volga 
Valley. 
via the Persian Gulf, Syria, 
- Asia " Minor, Turkey . in 
Europe,. and the - Mediter- 
ranean. : 

via the Red Sea, Egypt and 

the Mediterranean. 


Routes of Human Intercourse 
The great point to note is that 


iii. 


this disease follows the routes of }. 


human intercourse, and is convey- 
ed chiefly by man, from place to 
place. Examples of this are shown 
by the Hurdwar and Mecca Pil- 
grimages, where cholera is carried 
by the devotees to these. various 
homes;~ infecting the people of 


places they pass through on their , 


journéy. Isolated countries, such 
as the Andaman Islands, Australia, 
New Zealand, and the, Pacific 
Islands, etc., escape. 

History has shewn that cholera 
in the main is a water-borne 
disease, the bacillus of Koch; en- 
tering by the mouth and stomach, 
ete. It is of course carried by 
milk, and is also very active in the 
excreta of infected individuals. 

+ The next question arises as to 
whether the comma bacillus of 
Koch is the germ of cholera! 
Until recently many -authorities 
questioned this, but now. it is 
acknowledged by all as definitely 
the organism which produces this 
disease, Space does not allow of 
details explaining how these con- 
elusions were arrived at, but. the 
history of the bacteriology of 
cholera which I now give in brief 
will assist.one in seeing. how th’s 
statement was proved. 

_ The “Comma Bacillus” 

In :1883 Koch discovered the 
“Comma bacillus” and in 1884 com 
municated -his findings to the 
Cholera Conference,. Berlin. Dr. 
Orgel ‘of Hamburg, in 1884 proved 
the relationship of the organism 
incidentally 
died;.-.whilst -. investigating . ‘the 
disease ‘of: Cholera, ‘through 
tamination of his meuth ‘during -ex- 
periments with ‘the: Koch's Cholera 
Vibrio...

The morphological’ importance. in 
diagnosis will be seen by the fact 
that in the Hamburg epidemic 50 
per cent. of the cases were diagnos- 
ed on microscopical éxamination| 
alone. 

The Laboratory "diagnostic 
methods are as follow:—.- 

Ottolenghi introduced a medium: 
composed of ox-bile to which 83 per 
cent. of a 10 per cent. solution of 
Sedium Carbonate is added, then 
sterilized in the autoclave. The 
germ is inoculated and then in- 


‘cubated for 8 hours, and then, 


examined. 
Rapid Diagnosis 

Dunbar introduced a method for 
rapid diagnosis which depends on 
the properties of the anti-cholera 
serum. Two hang-drop prepara- 
tions each consisting of a small 
portion of mucous obtained from 
a suspected stool broken up by 
peptone solution. To the first, a 
drop of a fifty. fold dilution of 
normal serum is added; and to the 
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second a drop of a five hundred 
fold dilution of an active cholera 
serum is added. - Ifthe spirilla ara 
cholera organisms, they retain their 
motility in the first, whilst in’ the 
second they do not only lose their 
motility, but actually agglutinate.

The resistance under artificial 
conditions shews that oxygen, 
moisture, and organic material are

The sugars fermented shew gas 
and acid formation. in glucose and 
maltose, with the formation of in- 
dol. : 

-The Thermal Death-point in the 
moist condition is 55 deg. C for one 
hour. It will however resist minus 
10 deg. C for hours. 

The optimim temperature for 
growth is 87 deg, C. . 

’ Very Acute and Rapid 

The agglutination and dilution 
+of the serum for diagnosis reaches 
after 3 to 4 weeks of onset 1/400 to 
1/1,000. This is of course after 
the disease is cured. (The disease 
is very acute and rapid in its 
course). 

As regards antisera formation 
and curative treatment, there is no 
antisera. formed, but bacteriacidal 
properties and agglutina’ ion are in 
evidence. 

Immunity is obtained by (1) at- 
tenuated virus; or (2) exalted 
virus. 

Tt should be borne in mind that 
the cholera red reaction given. by 
the sulphuric acid is due to indol 
and nitrites. 

That there is no haemolysis dis- 
tinguishes .it from the El Tor 
Vibrio. . 6 

The anti-toxin may-be obtained 
by injection of the toxins. 

' Previous Discoveries _, 

To show the difficulty in diagnos- 
ing true cholera, let us look for -a 
moment at the following organisms 
having similar morphological char- 
acteristics to the Koch’s vibrio. 

El Tor Vibrio: Golschlich' in 1908 
found six different strains of this 
spirillum which conformed in ail 
respects to the cholera vibrio. 

Kraus, comparing the anti-serum 
of the El Tor vibrio with the 


cholera vibrio, found that the anti- |‘ 


bactericidal properties were simi- 
lar, but that they had a difference 
in anti-toxic: actions,~ 
toxin neutralises the cholera toxin,

Paracholera vibrio: The clinical 
symptoms are milder than those of 
tiue cholera, and fatal results are 
rare. Carriers have been found. 
These ~ vibrio are markedly 
haemolytic when tested both on 
bleod agar, and with suspensions 
of red corpuscles. . They . differ 
serologically from the. cholera 
vibrio, in the fact that:they are not 
agglutinated by an anti-cholera 
serum and they react négatively ‘in 
Pfeiffer’s reaction. .

Vibrio Metchnikovi: Gamalia ob- 
tained’ these vibrio. from an 
epidemic disease-of fowls in Odessa.

Subcutaneous inoculation 
on animals with pure cultures of 
these . organisms produces fatal 
septicaemia in 24 hours. Inocula-

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TANK ARMOUR 


EXPERIMENT 1 WITH NEW 
WEAPON 

Bullets have been manufactured 
which, it ia claimed, will penetrate 
the armour of the medium tank. 
Efforts have been made for several 
years to design a weapon which. 
would have the advantage of 
mobility and fire an armour-pierc- 
ing projectile, and it‘is probable 
that the machine will be experi- 
mented with during the coming 
training: season. 

The military authorities, not un- 
mindful.of the need for economy, j 
hesitated to begin the manufacture 
of a weapon till they weré satisfied 
that they had a machine capable 
of turning the land “ironclad” i in. 
to cold iron. 

This machine,’ it. is indevatnnd: 
will be light enough to travel at a 
comparatively high speed across 
country and, after it has engaged 
the. enemy, get away with a 
ininimum of delay. 


Meanwhile, tank designers, have 
not been idle, The latest tank is 
expected to provide better facilities 
for effective machine-gun fire. It 
is not: likely at this early stage of 
the fight between the gun and the 
tank that the weight of armour will 
be increased, for this would Jessen 
the speed of the tank,.

~ MEETING FOR 2 SOCIETY FOR 
. RESEARCH 


BRITONS! DUTY TO JOIN. 
The annual general meeting of the 
Society for Nautical Research, it is 
-announced, was held at the Royal 


United Services Institution, London, on} 


Junc-12, and it is.an encouraging 
commentary on the soviety’s progress 
that on. this occasion the meeting is 
to be (says the “Journal of Com- 
meree” to handJ, not in one of the 
small upper rooms as hitherto, but 


in the lecture theatre of the Institu-’ 


tion. That the address of the Chair- 
man, Admiral Sir Geo-ge P. W. Hope, 
K.C.B., will, in the thoatrieal phrase, 
be “played to capacity” is unlikely, 
for ‘the lecture theatre could probably 
accommodate the entire London mem- 
bership of the society without over- 


j crowding—a strange state of affairs 


in the greatest port in the world,’ but 
true; the growth is steady, however, 
if not spectacular, and the total mem- 
bership is now more than 70 per cent. 
greater than it was five years ago. 

There can be no question that the 
attainment of this excellent result 
owes much to the attention’ that bas 
been drawn to the society’s activities 
in connection with the “Save the Vic- 
tory” Fund, under the auspices of the 
late Admiral of the Fleet Sir Doveton 
Sturdee, and the acquisition for the 
tation, thanks to the generosity of 
Sir James Caird, of the Maepherson 
Collection of naval prints 2 year ago, 
and. the “Mercury” Collection of ship- 
models in the present year. It would 
be.unfortunate, however, if any im- 
pression should gain ground that, 
these great feats accomplished, there 
is no more to be done; or that, in a 
society that makes such a special ap- 
peal to the expert in maritime ar- 
chaeology, there is not ample room 
for the. member who can bring to its 
study no ‘better equipment than an 
intelligent interest. 

“The Macpherson Print 
The expense of keeping such 8 vast 


collection as the Macpherson prints,- 


even on the barest “eare and main- 
tenance” basis, is a heavy drain, and 
to place it on. such a footing as will 
render its resources properly acces- 
sible to student and to general public 
alike will call for.a considerable re- 
serve of endowment, the provision of 
which ranks as a first charge upon 
the society's energies. The Victory is 
“saved,” but the end of the necessary 
expenditure upon her complete res- 
toration and furnishing is not yet in 
sight, while that upon the Victory 
Museum has hardly begun. 

In the words of the old. chanty, 
“The times are hard and the wages 
low”; but not so hard nor so low that 
the leading maritime _nation in the 
world can plead justification leaving 
the preservation, and maintenance of 
its nautical relics to a few hundreds 
only of its citizens, and very largely 
to a single one of them. It is a task 
in which all can share, and in which 
to do with 
shipping should take part as a mat- 
ter of course; and a sense of personal 
inability to break a lance on equal 
terms with Mr. R. C. Anderson, Mr. 
L. G: Carr Laughton, and -the other 
experts whe have done so much in the 
last twenty years to place nautical 
research upon an entirely new plane, 
Is no excuse for remaining apart, but 
rather the best of reasons for re- 
Pairing, without further loss of time, 
such a regrettable deficiency in a 
Briton’s education.

NIEWS OF REGISTRAR OF 
CRIMINALS 


POPULAR FALLACIES 

Mr. GB. Linford, Registrar of 
Criminals, $.S. and F.M.S, has 
written a candid article in. the 
Malayan Police Magazine in which 
he dispel a few popular fallacies 
regarding finger prints and their 
uses and explains what exactly can 
and cannot be done with them, He 
also points out that. the study of 
finger prints fs a simple matter and 
‘that clawsifeation under the Conlay 
system can be taught in a couple 
ot hours. ss 

“The expert gazed searchingly at 
the impression for a minute or 50, 
then ‘a whorl he murmured ‘a 
whorl with two deltas.” This, or 
something. to this effect, is an ox- 
tract from 2 work of fiction I read 
recently. HY -the expert had look- 
od out of the window and remark- 
ed that he saw coming down the 
street “a man—a man with two 
legs” his remark would have beer 
just about as sensible. For all 


‘lwhorls have two deltas excepting 


an exceedingly rare specimen 
which has three. 

It is nonsense of. this sort, so 
frequent in the modern detective 
story, that is responsible for the 
rather hazy ideas held by the man- 
in-the-street on the subject of 
finger-prints. Although it is some 
thirty years since the full value of 
finger-prints was realised and 
Police. Forces all over the world 
began te establish Finger- 
print Bureaux, jt would ap- 
pear to be only recently that fic- 
tion wrilers “discovered” finger- 
prints, and now no detective story 
is complete. without the fingerprint 
touch, varnished with a few

ure, as often as not, incor- 
rect. {The finger-print expert en- 
tered briskly,” writes W. Master- 
man in The Green Toad, “his hands 
full of papers. Jie waS an en- 
thusiast al his work and would 
huve kept one for hours explaining 
the loops and whorls of the human 
hand, affirming—and experience 
proved this to be true—that no two 
hands ever show the same combina- 
tion”—a totally incorrect afarma-

(A very. large number take 
only a minute or less but search on 
‘the congested files referred to 
above spoils the average).

As 
the. subdivisions into varieties, 
however, depend-very much on the 
print being . fully-rolied . and 
criminals are not usually con- 
siderate énough io leave fully-roll- 
ed impressions behind them, one 
might quite possibly find oneself 
compelled to exafnine every print 
of that’ type, unassisted by sub- 
divisions — at- a Yough estimate 
some 700,000 impressions.. Thus, 
useful as is a finger-print bureau 
for laying bare the criminal his- 
tory of accused persons, it is of no 
use at ajl for ‘dealing with that 
ubiquitous finger-print left on the 
scene of the crime. There is 
nothing for it but to wait for: the 
police to arrest - suspected persona 
and compare it with. their finger- 
prints. Tame and disappointing, I 
admit, when one has been taught to 
believe that such- finger-prints are 
almost invariably traced within 3 
few moments by a keen young ,ex- 
pert as those of Bill Smith, the 
“Sidnéy smasher,” wanted on 3 
continents for a number of offences 
ranging from murder to bigamy. 

Above I referred to this fallacy 
as a partial fallacy. This is so 
because a single finger-print file 
certainly. does allow for the sensa- 
tional developments so popular| 
with writers of detective stories, 
but by no means to the extent they 
make out, for a single finger-print 
file (a comparatively new system 
of classification—J. A. Larsen’s 
book on the subject was published 
in 1924—whereby the ten digits of 
‘as criminal’s hands are filed 
separately) is not to be found in 
many bureaux and is of so com- 
plicated a nature that—at Scotland 
Yard at any rate—it is confined te 
a select band.of well-known house- 
breakers only. | 

Forging Finger Prints 

It is doubtful whether much will 
be ‘effected ia the future in’ the 
matter of connecting criminals 
with their crimes by the finger- 
prints they leave behind, at any 
rate in a country where the house- 
breaker is an expert at his job. 
For one thing he knows the value 
of finger-prints to. the Police and 
wéars gloves, and for another there 
is no doubt that finger-prints can 
be forged and although it is not 
very likely that a houscbreaker 
would deliberately obtain a forged 
impression of. another person 
known to be an habitual criminal 
and therefore easily suspect, and 
plant it in a conspicuous place at 
the scene of his crime, yet the very 
fact. that a forgery is possible 
might easily tend to put all juries 
dead against any such evidence. 
As far as is known, the forging of 
finger-prints has so far only been 
effected by law-abiding persons 
whose pleasure it is to experiment 
in such things, (a Mr. Carlson of 
Los Angeles discovered a method 
for forging finger-prints in 1921, 
while Mr. Albert Wehde, a labora- 
tory worker in the, Department of 
Identification of the U.S. Penitentl- 
ary at Leavenworth proved that 
forgery was possible in 1925) but 
should there ever oceur a concrete 
case of criminals using forged 
finger-prints on their unlawful en- 
terprises it would, I _ should 
imagine, be difficult to persuade 
any jury to accept such evidence 
Again. a 

It is gratifying to reflect, how- 
ever, that nothing of this sort can 
affect the effectiveness or mar the 
infallibility of finger-print bureaux 
in tracing the criminal histories of 
accused persons. 

Now let us turn to the second 
point. “I know every habitual 
criminal that ever went in. ... I 
ean read ata glance any finger- 
print you put in front of me”'said 
Inspector Bullett. of the Scotland 
Yard‘ Record Dept., :in The’ Hand 
of Power by Edgar: Wallace.

2In the Malayan. bureau a new 
clerk is given a week in which to 
practise. After that he is given 
his daily share of finger-print slips) 
to search, his work of course being 
ehecked, and after 4 month he’ ‘is 
not expected to miss one, i.e. fail 
to identify a print he is searching 
with an identical copy on the files. 

No Prints Alike 

After all, there are only six 
varieties, There is no reason why 
it should take any length of time 
to recognise these or, having entered 
up the elassification on the slip, to go 
to the correct file—a feat no more 
difficult than turning up a word in 
a dictionary. Having got to the 
correct file it does not need a very 
quick eye to recognise which. slips 
are not identical. Just a little 
practice is ‘required to enable one 
to assert definitely that a print is 
identical. Having arrived. at a 
finger-print slip which looks as if 
it might be identical it is necessary. 
to scrutinise one—or two, if one 
wants to make doubly certain— 
digits on the finger-print slip being 
searched, and collect - distinetive 
points and see if they. appear on 
‘the corresponding digits in. the slip 
on the file. Such points would be 
the bifurcation of a ridge, a short 
ridge possibly not more. than 2 
dash, a break in a ridge, an} 
“island” {ie a line. bifurcating 
and the two lines thus made join- 
ing together again almost at once 
and thus forming a small island), 
all occurring, of course, in identi-.

WANTED: A . MINISTRY OF 
SPORT . 


A National Federation to protect the 
interests of club ericket is in course 
‘of formation, It sprang to life through 
the activities of the politicians, says 
the “Athletic News.” It has all de- 
veluped from a meeting of Yorkshire 
Clubs whose object was to get an 
alteration of the Rating Land Valua- 
| tion Act of 1925. The assessments of 
some clubs have so increased — that ; 
their rates have advanced by as much 
as 500 per cent. Incidentally, the 
figures of one southern: club—Great 

Western Railway C.C.—have jumped 
tram £97 to £606. 

These northern.clubs formed a York- 
shire Federation to protect their in- 
terests or, as the hon. seerctary {Mr. 
Harry Knowles, of Birstall) tells me: 

To secure the «abolition of rates and 
taxes on ali land kept or preserved 
mainly or exclusively for purposes of 
cricket. . 2 

To advocuit, and, if possible, estab- 
lish the principle of.a clear four calen- 
«dar months for the playing of erieket 
free from competition ef winter games. 
+ To watch the interests of club cricket 
‘and cricketers, if and when proposals 
are made in any quarter for the altera- 
tion of the laws or implements of the 
game, and to take action therepn as 
may appear desirable. 

To use influence to support schemes 
for ground purchase for cricket clubs. 

To work for the establishment of a 
‘ministry of sport as a responsible state 
department, 

! Rapid Success 

Already ‘the: Federation has enrolled 
300 clubs. . Yorkshire will extend its 
area and develop into a northern 
federation, embracing, it is hoped, all 
the leagues of Laneashire and the 
northern counties. This area is being 
reckoned, in the customary cricket way, 
with Notts as the boundary line. Thus, 
:sueh areas as Notts, Derbyshire, and 
‘Cheshire are being asked, through 
‘their clubs and leagues, to join- this 
Northern Federation. 

If, as is hoped, this scheme progresses 
satisfactorily, a great portion. of elub 
cricket in the country will have been 
organised, for a link has already been 
established with the Club Cricket Con- 
ference, an organisation embracing 
meny of the clubs ef the south and 
west of England, This conference, by 
the way, has also launched an anti- 
assessment campaign and candidates at 
the general election were asked to 
pledge themselves to take steps to 
secure relief. 

Further, the aims of the Federation 


officials include the formation of a mid- 
land section of the,Federation to take 
in Leicestershire and ‘surrounding coun- 
ties, and so compte a chain of organ- 
isation covering tie whale country. 
These territorial organisations would 
then join forces in-oider to produce a 
National Federation. 
*. Ministry of Sport 

The opinion of the founders of tha 
Cricket Federation is worthy -of note. 
“We fect that the ume has come‘when 
there shonid he a Ministry of Sport to 
control sport generally,” .says Mr. 
Knowles. “Jt has become such a big 
item in everyday life, and is part of 
our tradition and our very backbone. 
Not long age such a Ministry was sug- 
gested, and the name of P. F, Warner 
was mentiored as a suitable person to 
+ hold office. 
jus as being worth working fer. 

“There are no ties—no sentiment— 
j hetween games, a5 shown by the clash- 
ting of the cricket and: football seasons, 
and although a Ministry of Spuct need 
not have compulsory powers, there is 
need of such a controlling body te bring 
the games together, smooth out. conftict- 
ing views, and. work for the good of 
igames at large.

“More and mare industry and muni- 
cipal building are cating into our 
sports enclosures, and even the big 
jelubs, with their extensive commit- 
ments, do not know whose turn next it 
will be to be endangered by this con- 
‘tinuous encroachment. The. Ministry 
of Sport, if only a tribunal, could hold 
,the balanee between our industrial 
needs and our physical and sporting 
needs. 

“Times have changed since the War, 
and we de not know what developments 
will arise, Sport is our heritage, ahd 
needs such official'and national protec- 
tion a3 a Ministry could provide.”

M. POINCARE DELIVERS 3 1/2 
HOURS’ SPEECH
